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PREFACE 
In the DESOBLIGEANT. 

IT muft have been obferved by 
many a peripatetic philofopher. 
That nature has fet up by her 
own unqueftionable authority certain 
boundaries and fences to circum-. 
fcribe the difcontent of man : ihe has 
efFeifled her purpofe in the quieteft 
and eafiefl; manner by . laying him 
under almoft infuperable obligarions 
to work out his eafe, and to fuftain 
his fufferings at home. It is there 
only that fne has ■ provided him with 
the moft fuitable objefts to partalce 
of his happinefs, and bear a part of 
that burden which in all countries 
and ages, has ever been too heavy 
for 
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for one pair of ftioulders.' 'Tis true 
■wc are endued with an imperfeft 
power of fpreading our happinefs 
fometimes beyond Jber limits, but 
'tis fo ordered, that from the, want 
of languages, connections, and de- 
pendencies, and from the diSerence 
in education, cuftoms and habits, 
we Jie under fo many impediments , 
in communicating our feniations out 
of our own fphere, as often amount 
to a total impoffibility. 

It will always follow from hence, 
that the bJance of fentimental com- 
merce is always againft the expa- 
triated adventurer : he muft buy 
what he has little occafion for at 
their own price — his converfation 
C 4 will 
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wUl feldtim hi taken in' exchange 
Sot theirs without a large difcount— 
«tid dttSt by the by, cttmally ^t- 
m^ him ioto the hands of man!' 
eqiutak^ brtAers for fuch convcr- 
lation K he can find, it reqmrea no 
great ^it <iS divinatiiofi to goda at 
his pafty— 

This brings me to my point j and 
naturally leads me (if the fee-faw of 
this Defehligeattt wU but let me get 
on) into the efficient ,as well as the 
final caufes of travelling — 

Your idls pec^te that tcare their 
nathre txoinay aad go abroad fen; 
feme reafon op reafons which may 
be derived ftom oik of ihcfe general 

. Infirmity 
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Ihfirmity of body, ' 
Imbecility of mind, or 
laeyltable necefTity. 
The firft two include all thofe who 
travel by hnd or by water, labour- 
ii^ with pride, curiofity, vanity or 
%leen, Aibdivtded and combined in 
infinitum. 

The third clafe includes the whole 
army of peregrine martyrs j more 
efpecially thofe travellers who fee 
Out upcm their travels with the be- 
ncfii c£ the clergy, either as delm- 
quents travelling under the direilioa 
of governors recommended by the 
mag^rate — or young gentlemen 
tranfported by the cruelty of pa- 
fcnts dod guardians, and travelling 
under the cfireftjon rf governors re- 
commended 

u.s.ioMt, Google 
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commended by Oxford, Aberdeen 
and Glafgow. 

There is a fourth clafs, but their 
number is fo fmall that they would 
not dcfervc a diftindtion, was it not 
neccflary in a work of this nature to 
obferve the greateft precifion and 
nicety, to avoid a confufion of cha- 
rafter. And thefe men.I fpeak of, 
are fuch as crofs the feas and fojourn- 
in a land of ftrangcrs with a view of 
faving money for various reafons and 
■ upon various pretences : but as they 
might alfo fave tiiemfelves and others 
a great deal of unneceffary trouble 
by faving their money at home — 
and as their reafons for travelling 
are the leaft complex of any other, 
fpecies of emigrants, I ftiall di- 
ftinguifli

but he retains fome liriAure and 
refen^tance, o£ what he imbibed or 
carried out, to the ppefent hour. 

The man who firft tranfplanted 
the grape of Burgundy to the Cape 
cS Good Hope (obferve he was a 
Dutch man) never dreamt of drink- 
ing the fame wine at the Cape, 
'ilhat the fame g^ape produced upon 
the French mountains — he was too 
phlegmatic for that — but undoubt- 
edly 
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ediy he expected to drink fome fort 
of vinous liquor ; but whether good, 
bad, or indifferent — he knew enough 
of this world to know, that it did 
not depend upon his choice, but 
that what is generally called chance 
was to decide his fuccefe : however^ 
he hoped for the belt ; and in thefe 
hopes, by an intemperate confidence 
in the fortitude of his head, and the 
depth of his difcretion. Mynheer 
might poITibly overfet both in his 
new vineyard i and by difcovering 
his nakednefs, become a laughing- 
ftock to his people. . 

Even ft? it fares with the poor 
Traveller, failing and porting through 
the politer kingdoms of the globe 
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-in purfuit of knowledge and im- 
provements. 

• Knowledge and improvements are 
to be got by failing and pofting 
for that purpofc ; but wheiher iifc- 
ful knowledge and real improve- 
ments, is all a lottery — and even 
where the adventurer is fuccefafiil, 
the acquired ftock muft be ufed 
with caution and fobriety to turn 
to any profit — but as the chances 
run prodigioufiy the other way both 
as to the acquifition and application, 
I am of opinion, That a man 
would aft as wiiely, if he could 
prevail upon himfelf, to live con- 
, tented without foreign knowledge 
or foreign improvements, efpecially 
if 
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if he lives in a country that haj no 
abfolute \rznt of either— >-and iodeed^ 
much grief of heart has" it oft and 
many a tinie 'coil me, when I have 
obferved' how niany a foul ftep the 
inqdifitivc Traveller has mcafured 
10 iee' fights and look into di&io- 
veiie'fi^ all which, as' Saricho Panya 
fail "iff Don Qmxote, rfiey might 
Kaye' ieeii 'dry-lhod at home. It is 
An'age fo full of light, that there 
is fcarc'e a country or corner of Eu-* 
rope wKofc beams are not croflcd 
and Interchanged wuh others— 
Knowledge in moll of its branches, 
and in moft affairs, is like tnufic 
in an Itdian ftreet, wheret^ thc^ 
may partake, who pay nothing — 
fiut Uiere is no nation under heaven 
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»— and God is my record^ (before 
whofe tfibunal I muft one day come 
and give an account of this work)— 
that I do not fpeak it vaunrii^ly^ 
But there is no nation under heaven 
abounding with more tiuiety of learn- 
ing — ^wltere the fciences may be more

A SHOE coming loofe from the 
fore-foot of the thill-horfe, ac 
the beginning of the afcent of -tnount 
Taurira, the pofiilion difmounted, 
twilled the fhoe off, and put it In 
his pocket ; as the afcent was of five 
or fix miles, and that horfe our main 
dependence, I made a point of having
